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Minutes of Preliminary Meeting of the General Committer of the proposed 
International Exhibition in China. 


A well-attended Meeting with the above object was held at the Offices of the Morth-China Herald at 
9 A.M. On Saturday, the 17th of July, 1886. The following gentlemen were present :— 

General Kennepy, U.S. Consul-General; Mr. C. Atapaster, H.M.’s Acting Consul-General ; Mr. J. 
Haas, Austro-Hungarian Consul-General; Mr. J. E. Repinc, Russian Consul, and Mr. K. Kawakamt, 
Consul for Japan; and Messrs. Louis Pita, J. ARraNcER, H. H. Josepu, Ecpert Iveson, Gro. WILSON, 
Ropert MackENzIE, W1LL1AM Brann, F. D. Busn, W. S. Wermorg, E. G. Low, C. Vincent Smiru, J. 
K. Morrison, H, Morniss, E. Byrne, L. Surprer, J. J. Keswick, J. A. Hawes, J. W. MacLe.ian, W. 
H. Macomper, R. W. Litrie, Cecit W. Hoxtipay, A. Von Kitcu, A. Scnrorrs, Dr. Farnam, Rev. 
Mr. Mitts, A, Inpert, &c., &c. 

General Kennedy, U.S. Consul-General, was unanimously voted to the Chair, on, the proposition of 
Mr. Maclellan, seconded by Mr. Morriss. 

Mr. R. W. Little was unanimously appointed Secretary to the Meeting, on the motion of Mr. Wetmore, 
seconded by Mr. Mackenzie. 

General Kennepy, having called the Meeting to order, said that the Community had been summoned 
to discuss the advisability of holding an International Exhibition in Shanghai. He was much obliged to the 
Meeting for putting him in the Chair; but he had only been a very short while in‘Shanghai, which he liked 
very much and where he expected to be very happy, and he suggested that some one should state succinctly 
the object of the Meeting. 

The first resolution submitted to the vote was proposed by Mr. Haas, who said that it was always 
advisable to take principles before details :— 

“That an International Exhibition shall be held at Shanghai during the year 1888, and that the Chinese 
Government shall be invited to co-operate in this enterprise.” 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. C. Vincent Smiru, and carried unanimously. 

Mr. MACLELLAN said that merchants and others in Shanghai had been asked lately with complete 
success to join in getting up an International Exhibition to be held in Shanghai in 1888. The time had now 
come to appoint the necessary Working Committee and Sub-Committees. The question was how to interest 
the Chinese, the Tsung-li Yamén and the Viceroy of these provinces in the project ; the Viceroy of Chihli 
had been communicated with, and had promised to do everything in his power to further the scheme, and 
had asked if a Chinese Committee had been appointed. It was advisable now to bring in the Chinese ; 
and the object to-day was to form a Working Committee with Sub-Committees of the different nationalities, 
who should later on communicate with the Chamber of Commerce, which was suggested as the proper 
medium of communication with the officials to be addressed on the subject. This, however, was a matter 
of detail ; meanwhile he begged to propose and Mr. Wetmore seconded :— 


“That the following gentlemen be appointed a Working Committee, with power to add to their 
number ; that the Working Committee shall be divided into Sub-Committees according to nationalities ; 
that the Consuls-General and Consuls of all Foreign Powers in Shanghai shall be Honorary Members of 
the Committees of their different nationalities ; and that the Inspector-General of Customs be requested to 
nominate two Members of the Working Committee.”

Mr. MACLELLAN mentioned that the lists were not all ready, but the resolution provided for the 
addition of further names to the Committee. 

Mr. Keswick thought that as to the various international Committees, it must be remembered that it 
was always difficult to get Committees together, and to get them to work. He drew special attention to the 
Chamber of Commerce, and the facilities it had for communicating with high officials: and he suggested 
that a single Committee should be named in the room, and should communicate with the Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce and work with it ; and then the Chamber of Commerce could select the various 

The CHAIRMAN suggested that Mr. Keswick should put his proposition in the form of a substitute 


: ESW: c K then read his substitute motion, and Mr. Vincewr SmitH seconded it :— 
“ That a small Baas Committee of five be now elected by the Meeting with instructions to place 
es in commun with a Committee of the Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce with the 
i International Exhibition, and that the Committee so formed shall add to 
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Mr. Sairu explained that the idea of both was that this was to form one Exhibition Committee, 1, 
take charge of the whole project. | 

Mr. WETMORE considered Mr. Keswick’s motion a very roundabout way of proceeding, tLe presen; 
meeting being sufficiently representative already ; and he thought it simpler to elect a Committee on th, 
spot. 

Mr. Ho.uipay fully agreed with Mr. Wetmore, being convinced that the Exhibition would be a very 
important affair. 

Dr. FARNHAM thought it very important'that‘all classes of the community should be interested in th. 
scheme, and he therefore favoured the appointment’ of a lange Committee; to divide itself into Working 
Sub-Committees. 

Mr. Low thought Mr: Keswick’s plan would establish a mucleus, round which more ‘names would 
gather, and he thought a smal! Committee better than a large‘one ‘to start with. 

Mr. Haas objected to Mr. Keswick’s plan as being too official. The Chamber of Commerce is . 
restricted body, while Mt. Maclellan’s plan included everybody, Mercantile Community, Customs; Municipal 
Council, &c., &c. 

Mr. Keswick said that he had ‘been misunderstood; he thought‘a large Committee elected Sere would 
be cumbersome, and would have to communicate with some organised body in dealing with officials - 
therefore he proposed the Chamber of Commerce, and it was competent to any Treaty Consuls to add 
names as desired. It had been suggested ‘to include the Municipal Council, but‘he thought that unnecessary. 

Mr. Byrne agreed with Mt. Wetmore in the desirability of inviting general support. A very large 
Committee would find enough work when they were once subdivided, and they could appoint a° supreme 
Council for general matters, the Sub-Committees taking charge of the details. 

Mr. ALABASTER though it might be well not to adopt either the resolution or the substitute: Both 
were good and both bad, and it would be better to appoint a preliminary Committee of five, to communicate 
with officials, get the scheme into shape; and report to a fature Meeting. | 

The CHarrRMAN said Mr. Keswick’s substitute must be put first. 

Mr. Keswick withdrew his substitute.. 

Mr. ALABASTER’S. amendment, seconded by, Dr. Farnham, was then read, as follows :— 


“That a Preliminary Committee be appointed consisting of Messrs. C. V. Smith, J. J. Keswick, W. S 
Wetmore, E. Iveson and R. Mackenzie.”

Mr. WETMORE still maintained the advisability of carrying out the original plan of one large Committee. 
which could appoint its own Sub-Committees. The lists had been carefully made out, and he thought that 
the large Committee could appoint if necessary a preliminary Working Committee. 

Mr. ALABASTER’S amendment was put to the Meeting and lost, there being no votes in its favour. 

Mr. MACLELLAN’s resolution was then put and carried nem. con. 

After a vote of thanks to the Chairman, proposed in several places, and carried by acclamation, — 

The Meeting adjourned. 


Winutes of Mecting of Working Committee of the proposes International 
Exhibition in Shanghai. 


At a Meeting of the Working Committee, held at the North-China Herald Office, Shanghai, on 
Tuesday, 27th July, 1836, at 4.30 P.m.; Present:—General Kennepy, U.S. Consul-General ; Mr.C. ALABASTER, 
H.M.’s Acting Consul-General; Mr. K. Kawakami, Consul for Japan; Mr. J. E. Repino, Consul for Russia;

General Kennepy took the Chair, on the motion of Mr. Iveson, seconded by Mr. Lavers. 

The CHAtRMAN called the Meeting to order, and requested Mr. R. W. Little to act as Secretary ; he 
then read the notice convening the Meeting, as under :— 

Shanghai, 24th July, 1886. 

A Meeting of the Working Committee will be held at the W.- C. Herald Office, on Tuesday next, the 
27th instant, at 4.30 P.M. - 

Business.—The appointment of a small Sub-Committee to carry out the objects for which the Working 
Committee was 


It has been suggested that each of the National Committees should nominate one of their number 
to the Sub-Committee. 


The notice having been read, Mr. Morriss proposed and Mr. Dk MALHERBE seconded :— 


“That each national Committee elect two members to serve as a Sub-Committee or Working Committee 
for the purpose in view.” 


Mr. MACLELLAN said that before the resolution was put to the Meeting, it would be better to consider 
what the purpose in view is; mainly to communicate with the Tsung-li Yamén. Would some one give his 
views on that subject: it was desirable that the sense of the whole Working Committee should be obtained, 
as a guide to the Sub-Committee. 

Mr. Lavers asked if any steps had been taken to ascertain the views of the High Chinese Officials, 
their support being most necessary, and it being useless to go on without it. 

Mr. MACLELLAN said that nothing formal had been done. H.E. Li was extremely favourable, and 
there was much reason to expect his support and that of the local officials ; the few Chinese who had been 
consulted were much pleased with the project, thinking that the exhibition would attract Chinese from all 
parts of the Empire. 

Mr. MACKENZIE thought that it would be part of the duty of the Sub-Committee to be elected, to ensure 
the support of the high officials. 

Mr. Haas suggested that as nothing was yet done, it was most essential to elect a Sub-Committee at 
once to open relations with the Chinese officials and invite their co-operation. 

Mr. Morriss’ resolution was then put to the Meeting, and carried nem. con. 

The CHAIRMAN said the next business was the election of two representatives from each nationality, to 
serve On the Sub-Committee. He explained that each person present was expected to vote for two persons 
of his own nationality, and that Mr. Iveson’s name had been accidentally omitted from the list of the English 
Committee in the minutes of the preliminary meeting. . 


After some conversation, and the circulation of voting slips, the following gentlemen were declared 
elected :—

‘Mr. ALapaster said that Mr. Haas had suggested the desirability of getting the official sanction of the 
Chinese authorities: the official sanction of the two Municipal Councils and of the Chamber of Commerce 
also required; and it would doubtless be well to ask the Consuls to obtain the sanction of the provincial 
mrities, and to do their best, through their Ministers, to obtain the sanction of the authorities at Peking. 
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Mr. WeTMoRE suggested that the Chinese officials should come first, and that Mr. Alabaster should 
embody his remarks in a resolution. 
Mr. ALABASTER then proposed, and Mr. WeTmore seconded :-— 


“ That steps be taken without delay to obtain the official sanction and co-operation of the Imperial and 


Provincial authorities, of the Municipal Councils of the two Settlements, and the Chambers of Commerce in 
China.” 


The resolution was put to the Meeting, and carried mem. con. 
Mr. Low then proposed, and Mr. Iveson seconded :— 


“That Mr. Robert Little be appointed permanent Secretary of the Committee for the proposed Inter- 
national Exhibition.” 


The resolution was put to the Meeting, and carried sem. con. | 

Mr. Haas asked how the matter was to be put before the Chinese Government. It must be put in 
some shape; and he suggested that a Committee of the most trusted persons should be appointed for this 
purpose, 

The CHAIRMAN asked Mr. Haas to formulate his suggestion. 

Mr. ALABASTER explained that probably the Sub-Committee would bring the matter officially before the 
Board of Consuls, when it was ready, and the Consuls before the Ministers, who coule then try to get the 
sanction of the high Chinese officials. 


This explanation was adopted by the Meeting, and after a vote of thanks to the Chairman for presiding, 
The Meeting adjourned,
